presentation, He was even willing to 
so still farther and make the qualify- 
ing period three instead of ix 
months. 


Small Party Opposes 

A small party in the commons dur- 
ing the course of the debate expressed 
their continued firm opposition to 
woman suffrage, but thelr numbers 
were too small to carry great weight. 
The Nationalists announced that they 
would support Mr. Asquith’s motion. 

“AS result or the debate, the gov- 
ernment, as Mr. Bonar Law an- 
rrounced, will prééeed with legislation 
to give effect to the recommendations 
of the conference. The bill will em- 
body ell of the recommendations ex- 
eept proportional representation and 
woman suffrage.

SPRINGTHAWON 
RUSSIAN FRONT 


Renders Impossible For Time Re- 
ported German Drive 
Towards Petrograd 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

LONDON, March 28.—An early 
spring thaw on the Russian front, 
from the Baltic sea to the Carpathian 
mountains hag rendered impossible 
for the present any attack In force by 
the Germans against the Russians. 
This seemingly puts at naught, for the 
time being at least, the reported in- 
tentions of the Germang to attemupt 
to foree their way from the Riga re- 
gion toward Petrograd. Minor op 
erations are tn progress, however. 

In Roumanta, fighting continues in 
the Uzal valley region. Here the Ger- 
ma have captured from the Rus- 
sians a strongly entrenched ridge and 
held it deepite numerous counter-at-

Most of us shudder with horror at 
the very name of the guillotine 
iting it with all the excesses of 
French Reign of Terror, yet it 
the name of # man of gentle 
t miable character, who was ani 
tated by philanthropic motives. This 
the 179th birthday anniversary of 
Dr, Joseph Ignace Guyillotin. about 
whom the world entertains n 
trange misconceptions. Beeause the 
suillotine was introduced during the 
French revolution, it is generally sup 
‘ mit Dr, Guillotine was one of 
he ferocious fanatics of that bene- 
tently malevolent period Because 
the instrument of death bears his 
ame, he Is often sali to have been 
3 inventor Most persistent of all 
ese notions is that Dr... Guillotine 
Was himself the first put to death on 
sullotine, All of which beliefs are 
Without foundations, 
Anxious to alleviate the horrors of 
capital punishment, and to reduce to 
minimum the sufferings of those put 
to death kindly physician pro- 
posed the «adoption ~ machinery 
which would dispense with axe, 
word and rope, and urged that no 
ation be made in penal sen-

ences in favor of persons of quality, 
As a result of Dr, Guillotin'’s proposals 
machine for decapitation, deseribed 
y Dr. Antoine Louis, perpetual sec- 
ry of the Academy of Surgery, 
vas adopted. Somewhat similiar ma 


hine had been used in Germany, 
ltaly and Scotland, but the guillot 


as “a considerable improvement on 
these earlier device 

Dr tin had no share whatever 
ithe invention or construction of thé 
nachine, which was at tirst called the 
Louison or Louisette, but was liter 
given the name of guillotine in a 
irical song vublished in a ro 
newspaper Dr. Guilletin was thrown 
nto prison bhecause be protested 
ugainat mad excesses of the reign 
ft terror, but he was released follow- 
ng th death of Robesplerre, and 
thereafter pract 
lil his death in 1814 

While Dr. Antonio Louis suggested 
the general plan of the guillotine, the 
etail were worked out by a G 
man mechanic named Schmidt, who 
offered to build the machines at a 
price of 500 frunes each, the wovern- 
ment carpenter having demanded 
000 franes. Schmidt constructed 
eighty-three guillotines, one for each 
department of France, The machine 
was tirst tried upon three corpses, and 
worked so satisfactorils that soon 
after it was used publicly for the de 
capitation of Pelletier, a highwayman 
Some surgeons denounced the guil- 
Jotine as t rapid’ in its operation, 
holding that sensation does not cease 
mmediately after the head of the sut- 
ferer has been severed from the body, 
but modern science has given th 
eal of approval to the guilotine as a 
method of inflicting the death
